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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1970. 

After  seven  years  of  progressively  falling  population,  it  is  a 
pleasant  change  to  report  an  increase  this  year  of  110  to  13,770. 

The  number  of  births  fell  by  14  giving  a  standardised  rate 
of  14  compared  with  16  for  England  and  Wales.  It  was  very 
disappointing  to  find  that  13%  of  the  live  births  were  illegitimate 
compared  with  8%  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  by  18  to  156  giving  a  standardised 
rate  of  13.8  compared  with  11.7  for  the  whole  country.  56  of 
these  were  aged  75  and  over.  There  were  no  still  births  at  all 
this  year  whilst  the  number  of  infant  deaths  decreased  to  2  giving 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  11  compared  with  18  in  the  country 
as  a  whole.  One  of  these  children  died  at  8  hours  from  pre¬ 
maturity  and  the  other  at  8  weeks  from  inhalation  of  vomit. 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body 
decreased  by  2  to  34.  Cancer  of  the  bronchus  decreased  in  men 
by  3  to  7,  but  increased  in  women  by  3  to  5. 

Deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  decreased  by  5  to  40. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  diabetes,  both  in  persons  over  75 
years. 

Pneumonia  caused  5  deaths,  a  decrease  of  3,  and  deaths  from 
bronchitis  were  down  by  4  to  12. 

This  year  there  were  6  accidental  deaths  and  one  suicide. 

During  the  year  4  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified, 
3  males  and  1  female,  an  increase  of  3  on  last  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  area  once  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  586  persons  being  Xrayed.  Of  the  6  cases 
referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  2  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 
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During  the  year,  a  Multiple  Screening  Clinic  was  held  at 
the  Town  Hall,  Bishop  Auckland,  for  residents  of  Shildon  and 
Bishop  Auckland  over  15  years  of  age.  A  total  of  1,081  persons 
attended  (313  men  and  768  women),  344  were  residents  of 
Shildon  (90  men  and  254  women).  Tests  were  carried  out  for 
anaemia,  vision,  diabetes  and  chest  Xray,  and  in  addition,  a 
cervical  cytology  test  was  carried  out  on  the  women.  A  table 
of  the  results  appears  in  the  report.  This  clinic  proved  very 
popular  and  in  view  of  the  number  of  defects  discovered,  especially 
in  vision,  it  appears  to  have  been  well  worth  while. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  showed  an 
increase  this  year  to  153,  mainly  due  to  the  increased  number  of 
measles  cases  (116  compared  with  23  last  year).  This  is  very 
disappointing  in  view  of  the  number  of  measles  vaccinations 
which  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  we  can  only  hope  that 
next  year’s  figures  will  improve  when  progressively  more  mothers 
can  be  persuaded  to  have  their  children  vaccinated. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  however,  fell  from  46 
to  14,  the  maximum  numbers  again  occurring  in  the  5-10  year 
old  group. 

There  were  7  cases  of  infective  jaundice,  compared  with  2 
last  year,  but  as  this  is  the  first  full  year  for  notifications  of  this 
disease  we  cannot  yet  make  any  comparisons. 

Besides  vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and 
measles,  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough  carried  out  in  the  district  during  the  year,  rubella 
vaccination  was  offered  to  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year,  and  89 
were  vaccinated.  It  is  hoped  that  a  wider  age  range  of  girls  will 
be  offered  vaccination  next  year. 

Heaf  testing  of  school  entrants  continues  for  diagnostic 
purposes  for  Tuberculosis,  and  is  repeated  again  on  entry  to 
secondary  school  when  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  given  as  required. 

There  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  vaccinations 
against  influenza  given  to  council  staff  and  workmen  this  year, 
77  being  given  compared  with  83  last  year. 

204  households  were  assisted  by  the  provision  of  home  helps 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  7  on  1969. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  still  supplies  24  dinners  twice 
a  week  for  which  we  are  very  grateful  to  the  Women’s  Royal 
Voluntary  Service  for  their  services.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  was  a  waiting  list  of  15.  The  Meals  from  Neighbours 
service  acts  as  a  standby  in  case  of  emergency. 
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Luncheon  Clubs  continue  to  be  held  for  the  elderly  at  the 
Old  Shildon  Club  and  the  New  Shildon  Club  providing  20  meals 
at  each  centre  per  week. 

The  Red  Cross  continue  to  administer  the  Chiropody  clinic 
most  efficiently.  A  County  Chiropodist  is  employed  here  and 
during  the  year  a  total  of  146,  three  times  weekly  sessions  was 
held,  330  pensioners  and  one  physically  handicapped  persons 
receiving  a  total  of  1,401  treatments. 

70  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with  State  Assistance, 
205  by  the  Newton  Aycliffe  Development  Corporation  and  20 
by  private  persons  making  a  total  of  295  for  the  year. 

The  chief  housing  problem  at  the  moment  appears  to  be  the 
provision  of  bungalow  accommodation  for  the  elderly.  Once 
our  old  people  are  rehoused  in  bungalows  they  immediately  get 
a  new  lease  of  life  and  I  feel  that  the  sooner  we  can  go  ahead  with 
another  Warden  Bungalow  Scheme  the  better. 

The  Municipalisation  of  Dustbins  and  the  conversion  to  the 
Paper  Sack  Collection  System  has  now  been  completed  and  is 
working  well. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continue  to  be  used,  but  progress 
is  being  made  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  the  town’s  sewage 
to  the  Aycliffe  Disposal  Works  and  the  connection  sewer  should 
be  completed  in  about  12  months. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  my  staff  for  their  loyal  services  and  members  of  all 
voluntary  organisations  for  their  willing  hard  work.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
there  are  2  slaughterhouses.  The  2  slaughterhouses  concerned 
are  each  attached  to  the  retail  shop  for  which  they  are  used,  and 
conform  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  and  have  been  duly  licensed  thereunder.  All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory.
